Christian Wuehl, who went South 
with E. A. Taym an’s party Septem­ 
ber 15th, arriv ed home Friday. 
This 
morning he called at the 
T elkuk aph 
office with an armful of the southern 
harv est in grain and fruit 
We spent 
most of his time in Plaqumine parish, 
Louisiana, and is delighted with the 
country. 
This parish is 3d miles south-east of 
New Orleans and Mr. Wuehl said he 
was among the most hospitable people 
he ev er met. 
He has been inv estigat­ 
ing the country with a v iew of loca­ 
ting there. 
In regard to products, he 
says rice and sugar cane are the chief 
crops, hut they raise oats in the win­ 
ter after the summer crop is out of 
the way. 
Sweet and field corn is 
plenty and roasting ears can he had 
ten months in the year. 
In the line of fruit, they 
raise 
oranges, grape fruit, lemons, bananas 
tigs, peaches, pears, plums, persim­ 
mons, pomegranates, etc. 
Mr. Wuehl is a truck farmer and 
tlie v egetables especially interested 
him. He found most ev ery k ind of v eg­ 
etables in.abundunce, including tom ato­ 
es, egg plants,cabbage, beans, peas, let 
tuce, onions, etc. Truck gardening is 
new to the country and has prov ed a 
a gold mine to those who hav e gone 
into it. 
The first farm was started 
three years ago by John Manningo, a 
German who went down from Chicago 
He rented fiv e acres, only three of 
which he cultiv ated, and in two years 
he had cleared II,.500 abov e expenses. 
Poultry of all k inds is raised there 
and sells at 22 cents liv e weight. 
It 
is also a tine country for the dairy 
business and milk will sell for 20 cents 
a gallon on the place. 
It retails for 10 
cents a quart in New Orleans. 
Fish 
and oysters are plentiful and wild 
duck s and geese abundant in tlie win­ 
ter. 
Mr. Wuehl considers the opportuni­ 
ties for the poor man, as well as the 
capitalist, unequaled. 
Property own­ 
ers will rent the farms fo r cash o r on 


shares 
and will furnish tools and 
mules if needed. 
Land is increasing 
in v alue with the adv ent of northern 
people. 
As for healthfulness, Mr. 
Wuehl said he was in .Wyoming and 
South Dak ota this summer and he 
n v ersaw more healthy people any­ 
where than he did in the part of 
Louisiana from which he has just re- 
turned. 
ITe adv ises doctors to seek 
other locations, as the only doctor in 
that v icinity is running a store for a 
liv ing.
